The Department of Economic Development (DED) is requesting this $500,000 increase 
which will be used to add capacity to help rural communities in recruiting new businesses to the state. The increase will have no impact to general revenue, as it will draw from the Economic Development 
Advancement Fund, which consists of fees collected by the Department upon the issuance of tax credits. Currently, the Department contracts for business recruitment and marketing services with the 
Hawthorn Foundation, who subcontracts with the Missouri Partnership, a public-private economic development partnership founded in 2007.
